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Father Marquette in Statuary Hall of the 
Capitol have provoked an unexpected flurry 
in the House. Since the newspapers began 
printing notices of the forthcoming event 
a few days ago, members have been receiv- 
ing many communications on the subject 
from their constituents, and to-day the op- 
position had representatives in the lobby to 
make protests. 

Mr. Linton of Michigan, who Is an advo- 
cate of the A. P. A., to-day introduced a res- 
olution to have the statue taken from the 
Capitol, and the matter rivaled the Cuban 
question in the gossip of the floor. The Lin- 
ton/resolution was as follows: 

Whereas, For the first time in the history 
of the United States there has been placed 
in. the Capitol a statue of a man in the 


garb of a churchman, said statue being that 
of a Jesuit priest, named Marquette, who 
died in or about the year 1675, and who is 
referred to, in the joint resolution, as a rea- 
son for accepting the statue, as the faith- 
ful missionary, and, 

Whereas, The revised Statutes of the 
United States, section 1814, provide only 
for not exceeding two statues in number of 
marble or bronze from each State, of de- 
‘ceased persons, who have been citizens 
thereof, and illustrious for their distin- 
guished civic or-military service, and when 
so furnished the same ghall be placed in the 
old chamber of the House of Representa- 
tives, now known as Statuary Hall, in the 
Capitol of the United States. 

Whereas, The said Marquette never was 
a citizen of any State nor of the United 
States, nor performed any cfvig or military 
duty therefor, and * : 

Whereas, The statue représenting him is 
of ecclesiastical character alone, being 
dressed in church habilaments and para- 
phernalia and otherwise éntirely inappro- 
priate for the position occupied in Statuary 
Hall, thereby being contrary to the intent 
of the joint resolution Whith provided fo 
its acceptance; therefore, be it’ : 

Resolved, That the placing of said statue 
in the Capitol is not only without authority 
but in direct violation of the law; and be it 
further 

Resolved, That said statue be removed 
from the Capitol and returned to its donors. 

Mr. Linton says that the statue is ob- 
jectionable, in his view, ehiefly because Mar- 
quette is repregented attired in his priestly 
robes, with the crucifix, and because the 
pedestal has after his mame the initials 
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Senate in granting Cuba belligerent rights.

But 
if the names of the streets were changed 
it would take the residents of the city 
several years to become acquainted with 
the street nomenclature, Old residents 
would be as likely to get lost with street 
Signs carrying new names as strangers 
are now, without any street signs at all.

A number of desirable improve- 
ments have been made in the buildings 
and the-Home is yearly becoming more 
succegsful and more nearly self-support- 
ing.

The repudiation of the only Democras 
elected and inaugurated to the Presidency 
within forty years, and the lowering of the 
existing standard of values, upon which 
public and private ‘credit and all business 
prosperity are based, are sought to be made 
the tests of State and national Democracy, 
and every Democrat who refuses to submit 
thereto is to be proscribed. .

of silver, gold or iron mines. 

The constant teaching of Democracy#to 
the laborers of this country has been that 
legislation could not increase the real rate 
of their wages and that in proportion as that 
which they received in @xchange for their 
toil was by law enhanced in price above its 
intrinsic value, they were deprived of their 
earnings.

eratic and all contested by free silver can- 
didates, were lost to the party.

_. -'HHW YORK, Feb. 9.—Ballington Booth is 
‘making plans for an Independent American 
- Balvation Army, of which he‘and his wife 
will be the leaders. He annotinced the 
-” @ecision to start such a movement to- 
day, but it will be several weeks before he 
can tell just on what lines the work will be 
undertaken. .The deposed commander said 


in regard to the matter: 
“T have received a yery large number 


of letters and telegrams and messages from 
people in all parts of the country, many of 


them auxiliary members of the Salvation 
Army. The practically unanimous sentiment 
expressed in them is that Mrs. Booth and I 
shall organize and lead an independent re- 
ligious movement. Both Mrs. Booth and my- 
self are strongly inclined to comply: with 
these demands; in fact, I may say that such 
an organization will be established. Consid- 
erable time is needed, however, to- perfeot 
the plans and details of such a widespread 
movement, It will be essentially American 
fn character, and we have already re- 
ceived most cordial assurances of support 
from men and women of prominence in all 
walks of life. Although most of our former 
associates in the army have given their el- 
legiance to the new commissioner, they are 
watching every movement made, by us 
with the deepest interest. From many of 
them I have received messages uring me 
of their personal devotion. 

‘Information reached me to-day of the 
resignation of Staff Captain Blanche Cox, 
fn coramand of the Maryland division with 
headquarters at Washington. She is un- 
doubtedly the best special worker in the 
army and her influenge cannot be under- 
rated. I may say that three more high 
officers, whose names will be surprising, 
will soon announce their resignations. 

“Already seven secretaries of district 
auxiliary organizations in Wastern cities 
have resigned, carrying with them many 
persons who have hitherto been valued 
supporters of the Salvation Army. 

“As to the property of the army which is 
still in my possession, it will be turned over 
in due time to those in power.”’ 

Ballington Booth has prepared a long 
statement in the form of a letter which will 

sent to-morrow to his former comrades. 
‘Tt relates the circumstances of the dissen- 
sion among the leaders and emphatically 
denies that he resigned, but declares that 
he was, on the contrary, forced out of the 
army. 

“Threats were thrown out as to evidence 
suposed to be held against us,” writes the 
ex-commander. “In place of calm and lov- 
ing persuasion, they spoke with bitternegs, 
threats and cutting insinuations as to our 
motives. OH, none will ever know the 
darkness of sorrow and the agony of disap- 
pointment with which we went out of our 
beloved national headquarters with the 
stinging words and the threatened curses 
upon us and our little ones still stabbing 
our hearts.”’

Scarcely a day has passed with- 
out a token of gratitude and good will be- 
ing sent by American to English seamen 
for heroism for rescues upon the high seas.

aims of the society is to found a training 
college, whérein young men will bé given 
a practical education destined to make them 
perfect in the missionary work contem- 
plated ees the world. They will be 
taught ail the modern languages particu- 
larly ind as fast as they are graduated 
will sent out among the nationg. Amer- 
ica is r ed as a very promising field for 
the plan of Buddhist philosophy. The 
very first Se will be shipped over to 
America, use it is the belief of the 
Buddhist sah nda that Americans are 
more liberal thought than other peopl 
and that cher will get a fair hearing an 
a firm foothold here sooner than any place 
else. The Maha-Bohdi Society is only four 
years old and was formed in Ceylon, the in- 
tention being to restore Buddha-Gaya, the 
place where Buddha is supposed to have at- 

tained supreme wisdom twenty-four hun- 
dred years ago, and which has been in de- 
cay since 1202 A. D., when the temple was 
laid waste by Mahommedan invaders. When 
that temple has been restored work will 
at once be pushed forward in the training 
college above mentioned. Then will follow 
the founding of a monastery, which is ex- 
pected to become the home of hundreds of 
the advanced thinkers and teachers of Budd- 
hism, who will be the central source of the 

ropaganda of which the Intérnationa] Col- 

Seas will be the active member. 

The representative from India in the Par- 
liament of Religions “at the World’s Fair 
at Chicago, three years ago, was Mr. H. 
Dharmapala. He'is the Secretary of the 
Maha-Bohdi Society, and is responsible for 
the information regarding the proposed 
propaganda. They expect to spend at le@st 
one million dollars in erecting the buildings 
and putting the college into shape to receive 
its first class. Singuarly enough they do 
not expect to raise all this sum or to be 
restricted in their adherents to India or 
even the entire Orient. They already have 
the names of a great many people in for- 
eign countries, who, are confidently ex- 
pected to give them money and mora] aid.

3uddhist faith. A very eat many who 

have a leaning toward Buddhism, outside of 
the Orient, do not belleve in making out-. 
ward signs by the erection of conspicuous. 
temples, and regard the useless pomp and 
ceremony attendant upon the services held 
in these buildings as subversive of the = 
faith as practiced by Buddha himself. In a 
letter to a New York friend, Mr. Dharmapala 
says that it is. very. probable that two. or 
three Buddhists lecturers may appear and 
begin quiet, but active, work in New York 
during the present year. 

Mr. Strauss, who so far as known is the 
only New Yorker who has really cast be- 
hind him the religion in@which he was born 
for the faith of Buddha, like most con- 
verts, is enthusiastic in his new belief. In 
speaking of the matter he said people seem 
to regard him as if they believed he had 
taken leave of his senses when he accep’ed 
Buddhism. “It shows how little our people 
know of other religions than their own,” he 
said, “and it also shows how ready they are 
to condemn unheard, anything that is new 
to them.’’ When asked about his conversion; 
Mr. Strauss said, “I was impressed wi*h 
the éthics of the ‘religion from what I had 
heard about it, and curious to‘learn more I 
read a number of works, one of which was 
the. “Gospel of Buddha,’ by Dr. Carus of 
Chicago. That gave me some insight into 
the Buddhist philosophy, and I began to 
etudy the sacred books of the East, and she 
commentaries on them. In their original es- 
sence Buddhism and Christianity are much 
the same. They both teach humility and 
self-sacrifice. Buddhism goes further; it 
teaches the obliteration of self now and for- 
ever. ‘Buddha's teaching was that in all 
that. you do no idea of self must enter.’ ” 

Pei tis the Buddhist’s idea of the future 
e ss ‘ 
*“‘We do not comprehend a future life from 

an individual point of view. We do not un- 

derstand the soul to be a living image of the 
body. To be frank, we do not believe in the 
theory. of soul. We believe in immortality, 
but not in an individual sense. That in us 
which we regard as indestructible is a com- 

ponent part of all that may be called Di- 

vine.””

TALK WITH JUDGE COLBORN. 


He Dwells With Enthusiasm on the 
Gold and Silver Mines and Ag- 
ricultural Resources. 


Judge E. F. Colborn of Salt Lake City, 
Secretary of the Salt Lake Chamber of Com- 
merce, is in St. Louls en route home from 
New York, where he went as the accredited 
representative of Utah to attend the formal 
opening of the New York Mining Exchange. 
The Exchange was opened February 20 with 
appropriate exercises, All the mining States 
sent delegations, Colorado sending about 150 
citizens. Judge Colborn was the sole rep- 


resentative from his State, but he managed - 
to-hold his own against the large delega- 
tions from neighboring States. 

Judge Coldorn is an able and enthusiastic 
exponent of the resources and possibilities 
of his State, “I am astonished,” he said, 
“how widespread the misapprehension is as 
to social conditions in Utah. I am tired of 
being asked. about polygamy. In the East 
people do not seem to understand that it no 
longer exists; it is no longer an issue. The 
law is obeyed: the Mormon Church itself 
discountenances polygamy; public opinion, 
Gentile and Mormon alike, is overwhelming- 
ly opposed to it. ‘ We are building up a 
great city and a great State, and since the 
overthrow of polygamy there is no denomi- 
national friction. Mormons and Gentiles 
hold pleasant business and social relations 
with each other: their children intermarry;

BICYCLE FIRE ENGINE. 


The Novel Apparatus Designed by a 
Parisian Inventor. 


We note from Cycling of a fecent date a 
description of a cycle fire-engine which is 
novel and interesting, and appears to be of 
a very practical character. This opens an- 
other fleld for our enterprising manufac- 
turers, as a practical flre-engine of such a 
light weight would be of great value, espe- 


cially in out-of-town localities. The article 
is as follows: 2 . 

As will be seen,*the machine consists of 
two tandem safeties braced together, and a 
slight alteration.Mm front to make it single 
steering. In the space between the two 
frames is mounted, in the front part, a 
hose reel, in the center a double-acting 
rotative pump, and at the back two pipes 
to be fitted to any seurecée of water supply. 
The whole apparatus does not weigh more: 
than 144 pounds, and its m@ker, M. Schaid-

OF OLD ST. LOUIS 


-— 


Bright Fellows Who Wielded Lo- 
cal Fabers Years Ago. 


If McKinley is named as the candidate by 
the convention that meets in-this city next 
June, and if the American people ratify that 
nomination at the polls in November fol- 
lowing, Mr. James Boyle, a former St. 
Louis reporter, will be the President's pri- 


vate secretary. ; 

The older members of the city press will 
readily recall ‘“‘Jim’’ Boyle at this mention 
of the jolly Englishman. He came to Bt. 
Louis from Canada, where he had been on 
the staff of the Toronto Globe as its parlia- 
mentary reporter, about fifteen or twenty 
years ago, and took the Four Courts assign- 
ment on a morning paper.

THE HAIR GROW: 


Notes of Certain Instruments Are 
Powerful Capillary Tonics. 


A French observer has recently called at- 
tention to the medical properties of music. 
He claims that the music of certain instru- 
ments is equally powerful in producing 


baldness. ° 

Tt is the observation of this etudent 
that players of the piano and violin have 
more abundant hair than any other men, and 
retain it longer. 

The piano in particular seems to stimu- 
Jate the growth of or, at least, to prevent 
the loss of the hair. The.portnraits of Pade- 
rewski, Viadimir de Pachman, Sapelinikoff, 
Saur and Joseph Hofman may be cited in 
support of this theory, although the cause 
in the case of the last-named may be his 
youth. But the aged pianist Halle, who died 
recently, was also in possession of an equal- 
ly fine head of hair. 

The same preservative influence must 
be credited to tthe violin, although the 
influence seems somewhat -less potent than 
in the case of the piano; for in the players 
of this particular instrument the hair does 
not grow so luxuriantly, and there are even 
a few cases of baldness.

Navy Officers Want at Least Two Bat- 
tleships Built. . 


WASHINGTON,’ D. C., Feb. %.—If the de- 
cision of the House Sub-Committee on Naval 
Affairs to make provision for the building of 
six new battleships will stand, the Officials 
of the Navy Department will make an earn- 


est effort to have a clause inserted in the 
bill requiring that at least two of the ships 
be built in Government navy yards.

Next week is liable to sée several bull 
items sprung upon the trade. It is to bé ex- 
pected that reports of further decreases in 
English supplies will be received, Already 
preliminary estimates are for a reduction 
in United Kigdom stocks of 3,600,000 bu. Our 
own visible promises the largest decrease 
that has so far taken place since it began 
te run down this season. If the decreases 
abroad receive the backing of strong and ad- 
vancing markets at Liverpool and Lendon 
they will receive more acknowledgment 
on this side. There are also the chances of 
the weather to be ccnsidered, both in this 
country and abroad, in its affecting the 
crops. Still other infiuences will be the 
shipments by Russia, the Argentine and 
other exporting countries. The Argentine 
shipments fer past week are reported as 
1,272,000 bu, showing a further increase in 
exports, but as this country's exports were 
only 2,200,000 bu, it will take heavy Russian 
and Damubian shipments to bring the total 
world elearances up to large proportions, 
and Russian ports are said to be still closed 
by ice.

“While Gov. Stone has not as yet formally 
instructed Mr. Walker to interfere in the 
Foerstel cases, he has indicated his willing- 
. jess to do so. A few days ago Mr. McDon- 
. ald received an inquiry from the Governor 
@s to the desire of the Circuit-Attorney’s 
‘office in this respect. No reply has yet 
been sent, but Mr. Zachritz or his assistant 
will formally request it as required by law. 


The Governor will comply with it. 
The conference of yesterday was held at 
“the Four Courts. Mr. Foerstel’s attorney, 
Ashley C.\ Clover, was also a party to it.’ 
The only points touched upon were as to the 
barring of the offenses charged by the sta- 
tute of limitations and the date upon which 
this question should be argued before the 


court. 

- The position of Circuit Attorney Zachritz 
in this matter was what precipitated the 
rebuke to him from the Grand-jury. Ina 
written communication to that body while it 
was deliberating upon the advisability of- 
returning new indictments to take the place 
of those nolle prossed by the Circuit At- 
torney, he declared that no prosecution for 
the alleged crimes could follow owing to the 
working of the statute of limitations. 


“The Grand-jury held otherwise, and in the 
face of this opinion returned nine true bills 
against the ex-Treasurer. 

Before the question of the innocence or 
guilt of the defendant can arise it must 
be determined whether or not a legal in- 
vestigation may be entered into. Mr, Clover 
informed the opposing counsel yesterday 
that he would move to quash the indict- 
ment upon the above stated ground. Mr. 
Walker is strong in the belief that the 
motion will not carry, and he will argue 
this point for the State. It was arranged 
that the motion should be filed in Judge 
Harvey’s court to-morrow, but it will 
probably not be argued until March 28. 

The Attorney-General is due in the Su- 
preme Court on March 18, to argue the case 
of the Taylor brothers, condemned to hang, 
and believes that he will be engaged at Jef- 
ferson City until March 2.

COL. BUTLER’S “COUP.” 


It Was Based on Water and Therefore 
Failed “Him. 
The present agitation against impure 


wells recalls an incident which occurred in 


the House of Delegates when the bill was 
pending which ended the establishment 
of the city chemist’s office and in the Health 
Department being vested with authority 
to condemn impure wells. The episode was 
chiefly remarkable Im that the astute Co). 
Ed Butler was downed by. a weapon of ‘his 
own introducing. This never occurred to 
the guileless Colonel before or since. 
There was great opposition to the bill, 
not only the dairymen but hundreds of pri- 
vate citizens opposed fit on etonomic 
grounds. They did not want to pay for city 
water or for digging new wells, and the 
bacteriologists, who had scientific proof of 
the contamination of scores of wells in 
daily use were denounced as ‘‘bug cranks.” 
Col. Ed Butler led the opposition. Dr. Ra- 
vold of Washington University was there 
to produce the scientific argument show. 
ing that the clearest looking water might 
be pregnant with deadly micro organisms 
and living specimens of bacteria, largely 
magnified were produced by a stereopticon 
on a white sheet. 
Dr. Ravold was warned in advance that 
Col. Butler would introduce a coup which 
would knock his argument silly. What it 
was he did not know. When Dr. Ravold was 
in the middle of his speech Col. Butler -en- 
tered, bearing two glasses of water, one 
clear as crystal, the other mostly mud. The 
Colonel owned the House of Delegates at 
that time, and without apology for the in- 
terruption or so much as “by-vour-leave” 
to the Speaker, he lald the glasses down. 
“Jim Cronin's well water,” he shouted, 
pointing to the clear fluid; “city water,”’ 
and he pointed to the mud; “which do you 
want?’ 
There was a yell from the lobby. Col. 
Butler counted on the visible difference in 
the clearness of the two fluids to overturn 
all the scientific arguments which, indeed, 
could not have been answered otherwise. 
No one knew that the clear water came 
from Jim Cronin’s well. Indeed, the big 
Alderman from the First Ward hed. not 
been conspicuous as a dealer in any but fire 
water, but the thing went, and the ruse 
would have worked, but that Dr. Ravold 
clearly turped it to his advantage, and used 
it to illustrate a point he was just about to 
make when the Colonel broke into the game.

Youngsters Born To-Day Will Not Have 
a Birthday Until 1904. 


“Saturday's no day at,all,” says the old 
song about* natal and wedding days. The 
unfortunate little mortals that will first see 
the light of day on this Feb. 29, in the year 
of grace 18%, will realize in due time that 
there is more reason than rhyme in the old 
nursery jingle. 

The lot cf these youngsters—victims alike 


of a retrograding equinox and Pope Greg- 
ory’s method of intercalcation—is indeed 
pitiful. 

They will never experience a birthday un- 
til they are 8 years old. 

Think of that, gray-hairéd men and moth- 
ers, whose memories go back with loving 
delight to the birthdays of early childhood— 
never to know the dolls, the toys, the birth- 
day takes, the frolics that marked the re- 
currence of the natal anniversary. Isn’t 
that unkind fate with a capital F. 

What good is a birthday anyhow after a 
fellow is 12 years-old. Yet the unhappy 
youngsters of to-day will only;see two in 
that time, and only two more if they can 
survive their unhap lot until they are 2. 

Of course every cioud has a silver lining 
and though the sitwation is a trifle rough 
on the “kids,’’ ‘t represents a great saving 
to their parents, god-parents, friends and 
relatives. / 

Just the same, the youngsters who won’t 
have a birthday again until Feb. 29, 1904, 
have a la circle of sympathizers end 
an effort will be made at the next session 
of the Legislature to have Washington's 
Birthday set aside for their pécultar relief. 

It és understood that the toy dealers end 
confectioners will be the leaders in this 
movement. 

The reason why children born. on leap 
year day, 1896, ged the double cross twice 
over is due to a peculiar twist the wise Pope 
Gregory had to make in reforming the 
Julian calendar to purge it of error. 

As the solar year is longer than 365 days, 
errors kept creeping in until Julius Caesar 
straightened things out. But he in turn be- 
ing a little short on astronomical lore, left 
hole for error. His year was too long 
by eleven minutes and fourteen seconds. 
The result of this was that while the vernal 
equinox came on March 2 in Caesar’s time, 
it occurred on March 21 during the Council of 
Nice in 32. When Gregory reformed the 
calendar in 1582 it had retrograded to 
March 11. 

To restore the equinox Pope Gregory XIII. 
suppressed ten days, and as : error of the 
Salian intercalcation was found to amount 
to about three days in 400 yea he ordered 
the intercalcations to be omitted on all cen- 
tenary years except those which are multi- 
ples of 400. Thus 1600 was a@ leap year, but 
1700, 1800 and 1900 are common years and 2000 
will be a leap year. 

And that’s why parents of youngsters 
born to-day will sing of them seven years

THREE YOUTHFUL AMERICAN VIEWS OF AN AMERICAN PATRIOT. 


"FIRST PRIZE GOLD MEDAL ESSAY.

Benjamin Franklin, whether considered as writer, 
philosopher, or patriot, must always remain 
of the most conspicuous figures in American his- 
tory. His Hfe was certdinly a remarkable one. 
At a time when there was no Americ literature 
he made his name known as a writer’of unusual 
merit, and the shrewd proverbs of “Poor Rich- 
ard’ became household words. 'Without educa- 
tion or scientific training, he teok his place 
among the most famous sclentists -of the day. 


By his invention and discoveries, he secured rec- 


Ognition among European philosophers. But it is 
when we consider the services to his country—the 


Many difficult tasks he performed for her honor, 
in {judicious 


direction of all his talents to the furth- 
erance of her interests, and the influence of his 
wisdom and energy and his counsel — that we 
must willingly ackne®wledgse his right to respect 
and admiration. 


& In the great political contests of his day, he 


Was the main support of the colonists, and his 
Services were as essential to the success of the 
ae as those of any military commander. 

he time and effort which he devoted to the pub- 
li cause had as marked results as the victories 
of the great generals. His diplomacy was worth 
as much as the conquests of the battle-field. 


He was not the most brilliant of America’s 
sons, nor were his powers such ag to attract im- 
mediate notice. He was a man who worked with 
guiet persistency, using no extraordinary means to 
accomplish what he undertook and making little 
show, yet he rarely failed in his undertakings. 
He could cope with any emergency. He had a 
knack of doing the right thing at the right time: 
a faculty of performing the most arduous labors 
in the quietest way. His industry, perseverance 
and self-control were important faetors in ‘his 
Success; but perhaps his greatest excellence lay 
in his sound judgment Of practical matters, His 
career throughout was characterized by simplic- 
ity and conscientious integrity, tnflexipie resoiu- 
tion and sound common sense, which commanded

Life was ea hard sehool to the boy, but ‘the 
training he received was @ g00d one, ag he proved, 
when, by himself, he made his way to Philadel- 
ia to find employment as a printer. Gradually 
e made his way up,» winning every step of. the 
way by hard work and close application.

jians. His first diplomatic mission was undertak- 
m when the dispute arose, occasioned by the elaim 
of the proprietary body, that thelr estates were 
free from taxation and he was sent to England as 
agent of the colonies. His task was diffieult, for 
the people of the provinces had been represented 
as ignorant and disorderly, and he must overcome 
these false impressions and inform and interest his 
hearers. He worked with zeal and ability and at 
length secured a compromise and received on his 
return the thanks of the House of Assembly. As his 
firat mission was so successful, it was natural that 
when in 1764, the Provincial Assembly opposed the 
Stamp Act, he was again sent to effect a compro- 
mise. His-endeavors could, however, only retard 
the hostilities and-the quarre] grew more and more 
bitter. The Government tried to win Franklin 
over by promises and threats, but he remained loy- 
al to his country, and when reconciliation wag re- 
fused, he returned to America to become a member 
of Congress, whose foundation he advised. 


Here he had great influence and wag very aetive,\ aff 


advising what he had, until now, opposed—that the 
Colonists, as a united whole, should declare them- 
selves independent, He wrote to England: “Brit- 
ain, I conclude, has lost her Colonie& forever. She 
is giving us such a miserable specimen of her Gov- 
ernment that we shall ever detest and avofd it as 
a complication of robbery, murder and pestilence, 
If you flatter yourself with beating us into submis- 
sion 4 know neither the peopie nor the country.” 
: { e wrote patriotically to an English commis- 
sioner who was to “offer pardon upon submission” 
tp Congress: “Directing pardons to be offer to 
e Colonists, who are the very parties injured, ex- 
presses indeed thet opinion of our ignorance, base- 
ness and insensibility which your uniformed and 
Sage pm has long been pleased to entertain of 
us; but ft can have no other effect than that of in- 
creasing Our resentment. I consider this war 
against us as both unjust and unwise, and I am 
persuaded that cool and dispassionate posterity wilh 
condemn to infamy those who advised it.” ;

Benjamin Franklin, He was a genuine patriot.

But, although pian one of 
these great men lived to be rewarded th the 
esidency, there are atleast two monuments of 
their fearless patriotism which demand ‘he, per- 
petual gratitude of every American, The first is 
the Declaration of Inde nee, which Franklin 
assist in framing, and whith both signed at the 
risk of their lives.

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Rodrigues Ottolengui is a writer of detec. 
tive and other stories that are very much 
out of the common run. His latest novel, 
“The Crime of the Century,” just issued 
from Putnam’s Knickerbocker Press, is a 


masterpiece from every point of view. The 
author has a@ cultivated style. Like Ga- 
boriau, he does not write simply a tale of 
crime, and its skiliful detection, nor has 
he any impossible figure such as Lecog, Ga- 
boriau’s creation, or the omniscient Sherlock 
Holmes of Conan Doyle. He plays a mental 
game of chess with his characters, and only 
introduces a sufficiency of criminal action 
to give zest to the unfolding of the plot. 

Mr. Ottolengui’s three former works, “An 
Artist in Crime,” “A Conflict of Evidence,” 
and “A Modern Wizard,” were received with 
acclamation by the reading public and the 
critics. The two first named were extremely 
clever detective stories, but in none of his 
works up to this time had he appeared to 
write with any purpose save to make an 
entertaining story. rng. | studied and 
written so much concerning the professional 
criminal, this author now seems to have 
eome to a definite conclusion concerning 
that class, namely, that it is as much mis- 
understood by the public and the officials 
who have to deal with it as the poor women 
of the middle ages who passed for witches 
were by their contemporaries. 

In other words, Mr. Ottolengui has taken 
his stand alengside the reformers in pen- 
ology, if indeed he may be called a pen- 
ologist at all. For his theory is that crime 
is as much a misfortune as physical disease, 
and instead of punishment the criminal 
should be pitied and subjected to strictly 
reformatory treatment: He-does not allow 
this theory, ever, to intrude too glaring- 
ly into his novel, which is alive with action 
and most skillfully constructed. 

The great international society, the “‘Un- 
jon of Penal Law,’ which emphasizes in 
its constitution that ‘“‘crime is a social phe- 
nomena” and is trying to obtain treatment 
for the delinquent classes from a broader 
siandpoint—from a social, and no longer a 
purely individual, standpoint—might. weil 
take Mr. Ottolengui’s last novel as the 
‘“TI'ncle Tom's Cabin’’ of the congenitally 
criminal and unfortunate. A quotation will 
show how much in earnest the author is 
on tthis subject: 

“Do you hear that, Mr. Barnes? The crime 
of the century. Preacher Jim (a born crim- 
inal) has defined it for you. You thought it 
was the killing of Matthew Mora, but I told 
you that it was not the crime of any one 
man. Now you learn whatitis. It is the 
blind bigotry with which boasted civiliza- 
tion tortures the degenerate’ products of its 
own vices, making hard laws for their pun- 
ishment and measuring their acts by the 
standards of sound and normal manhood. 
That; Mr. Barnes, is the crime of the cen- 
tury, a crime which must be eradicated in 
‘the next century, or else within another 
ndred years it will have wrought ruin 

the race.’’ 

The Mr. Barnes referred to in this para- 
graph is a capitally drawn. modern de- 
tective, who sees absolutely nothing in the

Volume 4 compre- 
hended Jewish history from the rise of the 
Kabbala, A. D, 1270, to thé permanent settle- 
ment of the Marranos in Holland, A. D. 1618, 
and the present.volume (Voi. 5) includes the 
period from the persecution in Poland ihr 
1648 to the present time. 

There will be a sixth volume, with a por- 
trait and memoir of the learned author, a 
chronological analysis of Jewish History, a 
complete index and a es of maps. 

The ancient and medern history of the 
Jewish people has been so remarkable and 
romantic that these volumes are as interest- 
ing as the best fiction stories. The Hebrew 
Kabbala may be said to be the fountain 
head of the mystical and fantastic. Turn- 
ing at random to this volume one is capti- 
vated at once by the strange story of Sab- 
batai Zevi, one of the numerous vision- 
aries that have appeared in Jewish circles, 
announcing themselves as Messiahs. How 
he stayed by the graves of pious men in 
order to draw down their spirits; how he 
‘sang psalms the whole night with his 
melodious voice;’’ how he married the beau- 
tiful Sarah of unchaste Wife, following the 
Prophet Hosea’s example, because she an- 
nounced that she was destined to bear the 
Messiah, etc.
